REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not specifically disclose or remotely suggest 

with regard to independent claims 1,13, 29, 32, 43, 48, and 57: 
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a control mechanism that provides a signal to select the level of compression 
for the encoder when at least one of the plurality of communication links becomes 
unusable. 

These limitations, in conjunction with the other limitations in the independent claims, are 
not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art of record.
